CHAPTER XX.—AN ACT to orgunias Pembinag Cousty.

Be it enacled by the Legislalive dssembly of the Terrilory of Minne-
soin, That the county of Pembina in hereby detached from the county
of Benton, for judicial purposes, and shall be organized with all the
powoers of separate county government, conferred upon any other
of the organized counties of Minnesota Territory.
